A patient, understanding 
speech, such as the President so 
well knows how to make, is re- 
quired because one of _ the 
wedges which the Communists 
have driven into the minds of 
many Europeans is that the 
United States has pushed the 
NATO nations too rapidly... 
just as there is a feeling in the 
United States that they have not 
moved fast enough. 

President Eisenhower’s foreign 
policy address must, in a sense, 
both reassure and repel the 
Communists. It is necessary to 
assure them we will, indeed, as 
the President said, take all steps 
toward peace ‘at their face 
value.’’ It is important, too, 
that they understand we will not 
allow isolationists in the Con- 
gress to reduce American arms 
to the danger point. 


Trade . 


The President speaks to a 
world which will be largely ears, 
just as discussions get down to 
bed rock in the International 
Trade Conference at Geneva. 
The Soviets might well play a 
trump card here which would be 
more effective in causing a relax- 
ation of European defense plans 
than would a quick truce in 
Korea. If, for ‘example, fighting 
in that peninsula should end at 
about the time the Russians 
ennounce a dramatic shift in- 
trade policy, offering long-term 
trade treaties, the effect would 
be profound. 

If Russia wishes to slow 
down her own armaments, and 
begin to turn out. greater 
amounts of machinery, chem> 
cals, woodpulps, and tools, she 
can rescue Western Europe from 
' many (though not all), of the har- 
assments of the dollar shortage. 

Should Russia’s peace drive 
extend to international com- 
merce, Europe will almost 
surely react in a manner which 
will irritate some of our people. 

*‘Peace”’ in Korea, with sub- 
sequent cutbacks of armament 
spending, conceivably could cre- 
ate an economic set-back in the 
Western states. At war’s end in 
1945 the better economists pre- 
dicted unemployment and a re- 
cession, or adjustment. Long 
pent-up consumer demand de- 
layed it, and the Korean war 
’ prevented any effect of demobil- 
ization by bringing on an infla- 
tionary boom. But, we surely 
could find new solutions for re- 
placement of munitions and 
weapons production if there is a 
Korean armistice and peace. 


Complex 


But, if a Europe suddenly re- 
lieved of defense costs at the 
game time is presented with 
generous trade agreements from 
Russia, on a semi-barter basis, 
the ‘‘set-back’’ in the United 
States would be more compli- 
cated as our plans for filling the 
job of idled workers in a tank 
factory envisions increased in- 
ternational trade under the pro- 
visions of the mutual trade 
agreements, wifich the President 
very properly wants extended. 

Meanwhile, European defense 
is far behind schedule. Only 
Italy and Germany have done 
really well. There is growing 
objection from France, and 
Great Britain’s Labor forces 
have proposed an_ alternate 
NATO arrangement with a par- 
liamentary framework. 

All these things make up a 
nondainty dish and a foreign 
policy recipe is badly needed. 

If President Eisenhower’s 
putts are not dropping this week 
it could be because he has other 
matters on his mind.

In urging immediate sale of 
the $550,000,000 worth of govern-| 
ment facilities to private firms, | 
the President followed the rec- 
ommendation of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 


SYNTHETICS 


When America’s normal rubber | 
supply from foreign lands was! 
cut short during World War I, 
the government created $700,- 
000,000 worth of synthetic rubber 
producing facilities to meet the 
emergency. To date, there re- 
mains $550,000,000 worth of these 
facilities. They supply nearly all 
the nation’s needs for synthetic 
rubber, which, in 1952, amounted 
to 806,500 long tons out of a 
total consumption of 1,260,000 
long tons of new rubber,. the 
President said. 

Mr. Eisenhower said the na- 
tion now has an adequate stock- 
pile of natural rubber, private 
industry will ‘‘amply, efficiently, 
and economically’ supply the 
synthetic rubber requirements if 
the government-owned synthetic 
rubber facilities are sold as rec- 
ommended.

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Trade Is Weapon 
Against the Reds 


President Eisenhower has asked 
Congress for a one-year extension of 
the present Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act as an “interim measure.” 
He has also decided to postpone for at 


least one year any revision of the tariff 


laws now existing. 

Both moves have been given various 
interpretations, but are in line with ad- 
ministration aims of proceeding slowly 
on major policy matters and of holding 
the line for future developments. They 
are also attuned to the mood of Con- 
gress, which is reluctant to take action 
until some clarification of the world 
situation is effected. The Congress is 
ready to pounce upon the President’s 
expressed ideas for “trade not aid.” 

Should there be a settlement in Ko- 
rea, the details of which would require 
at least a year to work out, the post- 
ponement may make possible a more 
permanent approach to the world trade 
problem. However, there is much 
skepticism that a year is too long to 
wait and that progress already made 
may collapse in Western economic war- 
fare. 

The most concrete expression of this 
fear is coming out of the Geneva trade 
conference, where there is a lot of talk 
about the new “peaceful” approach by 
Russia and what it means to Western 
plans. Fearful that United States re- 
action will be the economic isolation 
of the past and withdrawal from lead- 
ership in building a stable free-world 
economy, the manufacturing nations of 
Europe are thinking more and more of 
how to dispose of the products of their 
factories. | 

The American problem is simply 
this: Shall we take the lead in break- 
ing down trade barriers between West- 
ern nations, allowing them to sell to us, 
or shall we force them to turn more 
and more to the Communist East as a 
market for their products? Shall we 
continue to subsidize shaky economies 
denied their former markets, or shall 
we give them an opportunity to earn 
their way through trade? 

The decision, if in the affirmative, 
will require some sacrifices of the 
American people. If in the negative, 


the sacrifices may be postponed tem-_ 


porarily, but they could become a hun- 
dredfold greater if we fall for a Rus- 
sian trap to divide the free world, to 
entice our allies away from our leader- 
ship, and more or less compel them to 
adopt Socialist or Communist pro- 
cedures. 

In the meantime, the economic con- 
ferences proceed. We must heed the 
warnings coming therefrom. The Unit- 
ed States cannot isolate itself unless it 
cares to invite success of the Commu- 
nist aims for our eventual downfall. 
The time for decision is rushing upon us. 


Treasury Gambles 


On ‘No Depression’ 


Nine United States senators have 
protested the Treasury department’s is- 
suance of the first long-term bonds in 
20 years, an issue of $1,000,000,000 30- 
year-maturity notes bearing interest at 
3% per cent. 

They oppose, declaring the proposal 
has within it “the seeds of depression” 
and comes at a time when money al- 
ready 
prices declining. 

Some economists—and the Treas- 
ury—hoot at the senators on the basis of 
known facts and trends. There are 
plenty of jobs, they say, and infla- 
tionary processes, which were created 
by the complaining senators and the 
previous administration, must be halt- 
ed, anda more stable economy obtained. 

These same economists view some- 
what cynically the protests of mortgage 
dealers, who say that if the government 
is to pay 3% per cent interest they, the 
mortgage companies, cannot do busi- 
ness at 41% per cent because of carrying 
charges, foreclosures, service, and so on. 

“The truth is,” said one of them, 
“only a few economists seem really to 
believe in a free market. If the gov- 
ernment is to get its money without 
‘printing it, it must compete in the 
money market. If it is to compete, it 
must offer interest rates which will at- 
tract investors. If it does attract them, 
it takes them from the mortgage com- 
panies, and they don’t like it any more 
than any businessman likes losing cus- 
tomers.” 

In Washington, Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell said that if the issue meant higher 
interest rates, as the mortgage and 
lending companies insist it must, then 
the farmer will feel it more heavily 
than any other population group. 

All of it seems to add up to the fact 
that as the administration moves to- 
ward removal of more controls, and 
enters into competition for investment

money, human nature asserts itself and 
various segments of the nation’s econ- 
omy want to retain protection—but 
leave the other fellow without it. 


At any rate, if there is to be no seri- 
ous deflation, or depression, the Treas- 
ury is right as rain. And the senators 
are wrong. And, so far, there are no 
indications of anything but a continu- 
ation of prosperity. 

But, as one economist said, “Big de- 
flationary movements seldom give much 
warning.” 

We are in a transition period—and 
as the winds of free enterprise begin to 
blow a little more strongly, some per- 
sons are finding them a bit chilly. 


West By-Pass Opening 
Overloads Mitchell St. 


Traffic on Atlanta’s Mitchell St. 
having doubled since the recent open- 
ing of the West By-pass or Northside 
Drive, S. W., the city traffic engineers 
have restricted parking on the street 
during rush hours. 

The parking ban is a temporary 
expedient. Mitchell St. must be wid- 
ened as a feeder from the By-pass if 
we are to enjoy the full benefits of the 
new through-way. And the project 
should have high priority on the traffic 
improvement list.

We Need More Planes, 
Not a Maginot Line 


Perhaps no one has all the answers 
to America’s defense problems. But it 
seems that some things should be ob- 
vious, paramount among them that a 
strategy based wholly upon defense of 
the United States mainland is a Maginot 
Line concept that we cannot afford to 
indulge. 

That is. why the report from Wash- 
ington that Secretary Wilson proposes 
to curtail production of B-47s and other 
American attack planes to concentrate 
on defensive fighters is disturbing. 
There is as yet no foolproof system of 
defense against air attack. This may 
be a development for the future, but it 
does not exist now. 

In the present era of atomic war- 
fare threats, the best defense is capa- 
bility for an all-out retaliatory strike 
that deters a potential attacker. 

The existence of this powerful of- 
fensive weapon in American hands has 
been one of our greatest diplomatic 
aces. Without it, there is not much 
doubt that we would have long since 
been engaged in a third world war. 
But all of the atomic bombs we have 
built count as naught unless we have 
the means to deliver them. 

If we are to concentrate én defense 
at home to the exclusion of offensive 
power, the deterrent to Soviet aggres- 
sion will have lost its sting. In fact, it 
will be an open invitation to go ahead 
with the ambitious plans she has not 
dared in the past few years. 

We hope we have misinterpreted Mr. 
Wilson’s intentions but the similarity to 
the Louis Johnson thinking that brought 
us to the brink of disaster is too recent 
for complacency. Let’s have economy 
through reorganization that eliminates 
duplication and waste, but let’s not de- 
stroy the nation’s armed strength. We 
need more, not less, planes.

British Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON, April 14—‘‘How do they 
do it—and why don’t we do it?’’ This is 
what many a member of Congress asked 
as he read the news that the government 
of Great Britain now has reduced income 
taxes, arranged to eliminate excess-profits 

aay taxes this year, and put 
into effect a tax-rebate 
plan to encourage mod- 
ernization of plant and 
equipment. 
The man who made 
the announcement, R. 
A. Butler, chancellor of 
the exchequer, is one of 
the ablest officials in 
Europe today. 
No other man in the 
: British cabinet has a 
keener sainvaidatien of the financial help 
that America has given to Britain, and 
Butler never misses a chance to express it 
publicly. Last year, when he brought in 
his economic program shortly after the 
Conservative government came into power, 
he begged the labor unions not to press for 
increased wage scales and said he thought 
he could afford them relief in living costs 
—an increase in real wages—by bringing 
prices and taxes down. He is making good 
on that prgmise. 


What is important for Americans to ob- 
serve is that, in a postwar economy as 
heavily burdened as that of Britain, the 
planning which now is manifested in its 
legislative proposals calls for incentives to 
business. Taxes are used not as a repres- 
sive but as a stimulating influence. 

The British tax program affords about 
212 per cent reduction of taxes on every 
dollar of income for the individual. But the 
biggest cuts have come in what are called 
‘‘purchase taxes,’’ which are the same 
thing as sales taxes. 


It is interesting to note that government 
spending is actually to be increased in the 
new British budget by about $302,400,000. 
But the total reduction in taxes neverthe- 
less amounts to about $473,200,000. This 
means that the budget is in balance even 
with the tax reductions. 


Many observers here will, of course, ask 
how much of the British tax program was 
made possible as a result of American fi- 
nancial aid. The British chancellor of the 
exchequer, in his speech announcing tax 
cuts, says that about $336,000,000 of Ameri- 
can aid was received last year. Doubtless 
he is counting on this amount or its equiva- 
lent in trade aid or in American expendi- 
tures abroad to help the economic program 
of the United Kingdom. 

With Britain cutting taxes and Canada 
recently making a cut of 11 per cent in 
income taxes, too, maybe they’ll think 
more seriously on Capitol Hill soon of the 
bill of Representative Reed, chairman of 
the House ways and means committee, who 
evidently thinks that what the British and 
the Canadians have done, Americans can 
do if they really resolve to meet squarely 
the problem of cutting expenses and im- 
proving the productivity of revenue by sen- 
sible tax rates.

Europe Requests 


Tariff Revision 


WASHINGTON—A mutual eye-opening 
process is going on here in a series of con- 
ferences affecting economic’ conditions 
among our European allies. These sessions 

are exploratory in na- 

ture, the week-long dis- 

cussions that began last 

Friday between repre- 

sentatives of the Or- 

ganization of European 

Economic Co-operation 

and top officials of our 

government in State 

and Treasury depart- 

ments, the Mutual Se- 

curity -Administration, 

Fe and various agencies 

having to do with European financial and 
trade assistance. 


The OEEC delegation, headed by Sir 
Hugh Ellis-Rees, OF EC council chairman 
and chief United Kingdom delegate to 
OEEC, is telling a somewhat gloomy story 
of economic conditions among the 17 na- 
tions embraced in ‘that European ‘‘self- 
help’’ association created in 1948. It is a 
story of virtually stand-still production, 
with a level no higher than a year ago, 
and of a decline in export trade that in- 
tensifies their dollar shortage, and thus 
complicates the endeavor of the European 
community of free nations to help them- 
selves. 

Eye-opening are some of the remedies 
being proposed by OEEC representatives 
which, though hardly extreme, yet appear 
somewhat so in light of the climate alréady 
revealed in the 83rd Congress. 


While the OEEC visitors are gratified 
at the Eisenhower administration’s gesture 
in asking Congress for an extension of the 
reciprocal trade program, they consider 
this only token aid in reality. 


In order to meet their requests for sub- 
stantial tariff reduction, it is explained to 
them legislation would be required to ex- 
pand the latitude of the State department to 
negotiate reciprocally. It is limited now to 
20 per cent of the duties in effect in 1945 
and such reductions have been made on 
many items. 

But the administration has no intention 
of asking such legislation now, and the vis- 
itors have been so informed. Our officials 
see no chance whatever of getting it 
through Congress. 

Skeptical OEEC membefs, who are 
stressing the great importance of our con- 
tinued leadership and example to the Euro- 
pean Community of Free Nations, are say- 
ing frankly that the situation can’t await a 
“‘study,”’ that what is needed is now very 
well known without a study, and are warn- 
ing that a continuation of the existing ‘‘stag- 
nation,’’ as they term it, of production and 
trade might be dangerous, as it might have 
a cumulative deteriorating effect. 

They also are suggesting expansion of 
foreign, investment by us, but say this will 
have to be largely public in nature through 
our Point-Four program, because of re 
strictions, political and otherwise, that still 
make private investment risky.

Take a Look at the Little Farmer 


Mr. Ezra Taft Benson, Secretary of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Mr. Benson: I see by this morn- 
ing’s paper that you are a about cut- 
ting down on the pay- 
ments that the govern- 
ment has been making 
to the farmers for put- 
ting lime and fertilizer 
on their land. Some- 
where I remember you 
having said that a farm- 
er ought not to be paid 
by his government for 
doing things that he 
ought to do anyhow. I 
can’t argue with you 
about that. I think that in principle that’s 
right. But Jet me tell you about Luther, 
a colored farmer I know who works a small 
farm up in Banks County. 

Luther is a tenant farmer. He’s been 
working to try to get ahead a little, so that 
someday he would have a little cash left 
over after he had made his crop, so he 
could get him some land of his own. 

In the last 20 years, with the help of the 
government, a lot of tenant farmers have 
managed to do just that. With the help of 
government payments for seed and ferti- 
lizer, and with the help of low-interest, 
long-term government loans, they have 
managed to get themselves a piece of land. 
Some of them have paid off their loans 
already, because they got a pretty good 
price for what they raised. You see their 
little houses and their little farms all over 
Georgia. It is one of the proud sights in 
this state, the farms of the onetime share- 
croppers who now own their land. 

But Luther never managed to make it 
because he was so far behind to start with. 
All he had was his two hands, and the 
hands of his little ragged younguns. Some- 
body had to furnish him everything he 
used—his mules, his plowstock, his seed 
and fertilizer, even the money to live on 
while he was making his crop. When the 
time came to settle up at the end of the 
year Luther had to pay back the cost of 
all he had been advanced. There was just 
enough left for Luther to buy a few pairs 
of overalls and a few pairs of shoes and a 
few sacks of flour. 

But Luther didn’t give up. He figured 
that the reason that he had so little at the 
end of the year was because he just didn’t 
raise enough. He figured he didn’t raise 
enough because he was tied to a mule. If 
he had him a tractor he could do some- 


thing. So Luther took what little he had 
and put it down on a tractor. Where he 
had been taking in 15 or 20 acres with a 
mule, he figured he could put in 40 with 
a tractor. If he made 10 or 12 bales of 
cotton with a mule, he wouldn’t have any- 
thing left. If he made 25 or 30 bales with 
his tractor, he might be one step nearer to 
what he wanted—a piece of land of his own. 

But you see what will happen to Luther 
if you shut off his payments for fertilizer, 
and set a quota on the amount of cotton 
he can plant. The money he might have 
used to meet his payment on his tractor 
will have to go for fertilizer. And his trac- 
tor won’t be rolling night and day, like he 
keeps it rolling now. It’ll be sitting under 
the shed, its value wasted, because you've 
cut Luther back to what a mule could plow. 

Down here we don’t think of farming in 
terms of the man who owns and cultivates 
500 or 1,000 acres. We think of farming in 
terms of the little hillside farms of 25 or 30 
acres. of cultivatable land. The man with 
the big acreage can usually go to the bank 
when he needs money. The only place 
Luther can turn for help is to-his govern- 
ment. So you see how much it means to 
him to be able to get that little check for 
fertilizer, or for seed. It may mean the 
difference between him being able to keep 
his tractor, and raising cotton like he wants 
to raise it. Or going back to his old un- 
profitable life of following a mule. 

Everybody down here believes that you 
are a good man, who wants to do what's 
best for all the people. But sometimes, 
when you are studying what to do, try to 
think about farming in this country as we 
know it—the little farm where one man and 
his family scratch to make a living. 

If you have trouble seeing that picture 
in your mind, come on down here and meet 
Luther, and the hundreds of thousands like 
him. He may be running what the experts 
call an uneconomic unit. He may be a 
marginal operator who isn’t supposed to 
survive, if he can’t survive without help. 
But he doesn’t know that. He thinks the 
Lord put him on earth to raise cotton, and 
if he works hard enough, he’ll get his re- 
ward. He isn’t trying to get something for 
nothing. He’s just trying to do what all of 
us try to do. He’s trying to get a little bit 
ahead. 

And I hope you have a long, long talk 
with Dick Russell or somebody else, who 
was raised with Luther and his kind, be- 
fore you do anything that knocks the props 
from under him,

Indecision Breeds. 
Fatal Frustration 


“And Elijah came unto the people.and 
said, How long halt ye between two Opin- 
ions? If the Lord be God, follow him? but 
if Baal, then follow him. And the people 
answered him not a word” (1 Kings 18221). 


The ancient record reveals many a mode 
ern experience. Like our human ancestors, 
many of us halt between a = 
ing to be decisive, we Ss aS 
become inert. If we are 
to accomplish anything 
at all, if we are to be- 
come participants. in 
any activity, if we are 
to stand for or against 
anything, we must first 
make the inevitable 
choice. Frustration is 
the result of indecision. 

I know of a woman 
who once received sev- a 
eral proposals of marriage... She was fortu- 
nate indeed. Yet she could not come to @ 
decision. She could think, perhaps, of too 
many reasons for not marrying each man. 
Now after the passing of many years she 
is alone and lonely in the world. 


I was talking politics with a friend the 
other day. We exchanged ideas for a time 
and then he said, ‘‘You know, I don’t really 
feel that I am in a position to be for ar 
against the President.’’ I asked him why. 
‘‘Well,”’ he commented, “I couldn’t make 
up my mind and-so I didn’t vote.’’ His in- 
decision represents civic irresponsibility. 
Actually, I suppose he did deprive hime 
self of the rights of praise or criticism. 


The most tragic figure in the Passion 
of our Lord is Pontius Pilate. Probably 
he didn’t really care too much what hap- 
pened to Christ. When the Man of Galilee 
was brought before him, he tried to pass 
the responsibility to Herod Antipas. Then 
he offered the people a choice of Barabbas 
or Christ. 

Finally, instead of assuming responsibil- 
ity which was rightfully his, he called for 
a basin of water. He washed his hands, 
symbolically suggesting that he thereby 
freed himself of any and all responsibility 
regarding Jesus. But did he? Could he? 
Can any of us that easily free ourselves 
of an obligation? 

Each of us is held morally accountable 
for what we say and do. We must act 
according to principles. We lack principles 
until we choose between alternatives. When 
we possess a belief and trust in God we 
gain that inner power which makes a defi- 
nite choice inevitable, whatever the conse- 
quences. 

When we have made a choice and ac- 
cepted a principle to live by, we are, of 
course, obligated to put that principle into 
action. The late John Dewey once told of 
finding his small son in a bathroom which 
had somehow become terribly flooded. 

The philosopher contemplated the situa- 
tion, but the boy, showing a wisdom be- 
yond his years, said: ‘‘Dad, this is no time 
to philosophize. It’s time to-mop.”’ And 
the boy was right, for there is a time when 
‘‘philosophizing’’ must be translated into 
action.

Braves Take Home Debut Before 34,375; 


Thomson Homers as Giants Rout Roberts

MILWAUKEE, April 14—(#\—Bill Bruton, 23-year-old Negro rookie, smashed a 
10th-inning home run for a 3-2 Milwaukee Braves’ victory over the St. Louis Cardinals 
Tuesday in a dramatic return of major league baseball to Milwaukee after a 52-year 


absence. 
Bruton's decisive blast, after 


he had tripled and scored for 
a 2-1 Milwaukee lead in the 
eighth, sent a capacity crowd of 
34.357 paid at the $5,000,000 “Mil- 
waukee County stadium into hys- 
terics. 

The payoff blow glanced off 
the upstretched gloved hand of 
right-fielder Enos Slaughter and 
caromed over the squat, fvur- 
foot wire barrier. 

At first umpire Lon Warneke 
called the blow a ground-rule 
double, but after Charley 
Grimm, the Braves’ manager, 
stormed up to him in protest, 
Warneke waved Bruton across 
home plate with the winning 
run. 

The game marked the first 
regular major league game in 
Milwaukee since the city belonged 
to the American League for one 
season in 1901. 

It was played in raw weather 
under gloomy skies which oc- 
easionally spilled slight rain. But 
the heroics of Bruton, who col- 
lected three of Milwaukee's six 
hits, and the sharp mound uel 
between the Braves’ Lefty War- 
ren Spahn and the Cards’ Gerry 
Staley kept the crowd wildly en- 
thusiastic. 

Like Spahn, Staley yielded only 
gix hits, but the Braves right- 
hander didn’t have to cone with 
Bruton.

She performed menial services for you in a manner that didn’t 
embarrass you. She was at home with illness, undismayed by 
mysterious rituals, the dark machinations of doctors and hos-

The only trouble was that she was a luxury you couldn't 
afford unless you were practically dying. 

At least that’s what I always thought about nurses but some- 
how I’ve missed knowing about the Visiting Nurse Association, 
which today celebrates its fourth birthday. 

The association exists for people who need nursing care but 
neither need nor can afford a full-time nurse. It’s a Community 
Chest agency which will send a nurse to your home daily or 
occasionally, when your doctor thinks you need her—and her fees 
range from $2.50 a visit to nothing, depending upon your ability 
to pay.

Nine registered nurses, six white, three Negro, operate out 
of the Community Chest headquarters at 167 Walton St., N. W., 
daily. They visit hundreds of Atlanta homes, from the well-to-do 
to the poverty-stricken. They give baths to mothers and new | 
babies and make formulae. Like public health nurses, they teach 
families, newly stricken with illness, how to handle the compli- | 
cated details of treatment—insulin injections, hypodermics, spe- 
cial diets. 


I talked to Miss Lydia McKee, executive secretary of the 
association, as the nine blue-clad young women completed their 
daily reports and, one at a time, departed to look after the sick. 
Some of them visit the same families daily, looking after surgical 
patients and the critically ill. Some of them call on chronically 
ill people once or twice a week. 

The visit seldom lasts more than an hour. The average pa- 
tient is able to pay something. There are all kinds of patients. In 
one home an aged couple—the man stricken with cancer, the 
woman paralyzed—await the daily call of the nurse. Their only 
relative is a son who works for their support. They are attended 
by a part-time maid except when the blue-uniformed nurse, 
cheerful and expert, arrives to make them comfortable for the 
day. 

In one family there’s a little daughter who has a combination 
of diabetes and heart trouble and has to be fed by inhalation. 
The nurses have taught her mother how to care for her and then 
saw the mother through a second pregnancy and the arrival of 
a new baby.

Disturb Student’s Parents 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: Our school hired a new teacher, 


“Miss Queen, at the begi 


g of this semester. 


She is brilliant, 


“Quickly, holds a master’s degree in psychology, and was in a branch 


of the military service before turning to teaching, 


pretty and ever on the go. 

The problem is that she uses 
her fists on our children and 
tries to use her psychiatry on 
the disapproving parents. She 
is nervous and quick tempered, 
and in her role of authority as 
teacher, she _ kicks, slaps, 
gouges, pulls hair and shakes 
rand slams the kids around— 
‘vigorously and often, sneaking 
‘up on them to inflict physical 
‘and mental damage. 


When angry parents protest 
her sadism, she laughs and of- 
‘fers to analyze them. I asked 
»her nicely to stop slapping my 
daughter, and she has stopped 
‘slapping her; but she continues 
‘to shout, threaten and shove. 
She has pulled my son’s hair 
until some strands came out by 
‘the roots. And to make matters 

»* worse, her example is contagi- 
‘ous. Other teachers, formerly 
‘kind, are absorbing her venge- 
*ful tactics. 

“Isn’t there a law that prohi- 
bits teachers from subjecting 
pupils to such tyranny? F. B. 


DEAR F. B.: If your story is 
true, it’s a wonder the parents 
of all the complainants aren't 
up in arms. 

Maybe your school authorities 
are having a tough time at- 
tracting a staff. But even so, 
that’s no reason for letting ter- 
rorist malpractice get by, 
especially in a teacher who has 
charge of young children. 

Is there a law that prohibits 


She is young, 


teachers from striking children 
gratuitously? Yes, there is. In 
your locality such an offense 
constitutes a crime of battery, 
a lawyer tells me. And if Miss 
Queen is breaking this law 
right and left, she is due for 
some civic education herself. 
How to bring Miss Queen to ac- 
count? In a properly run school 
ral system, the principal is re- 
sponsible for the discipline of 
teachers. Above the principal 
is the school superintendent;, 
and above him may be the city 


superintendent, or the county 


superintendent—if yours is a ru- 
ral school. Back of the teacher- 
hierarchy is the board of edu- 
cation, a court of higher ap- 
peal, if you don’t get attention 
or right results from the princi- 
pal or superintendent. 

My advice is to make coms 
mon cause with neighboring 
parents. Get up a delegation to 
make a protest visit to the 
school principal. State the case 
as you’ve heard it from pupils, 
cite the evidence of bruises and 
so on, and ask that appropriate 
action be taken—to effectively 
rebuke or replace the accused. 
Pursue the matter until you,are 
satisfied. M. H.

NEW YORK, ‘April 14—Interest 
in the stock market broadened to- 
day and prices turned upward for 
the first time since last Wednes- 
day. But what was particularly 
cheering to the “‘Street’’ was the 
larger volume that accompanied 
the higher prices a# compared 
with the reduced volume that at- 
tended the easier markets of 
Monday and late last week. 

Sales on the New York Stock 
Exchange totaled 1,480,000 shares, 
up from 1,280,000 on Monday. Of
